the Wabash Railroad company, resid­ 
ing in Chicago; Edward B. Pi For, of 
St. Louis, Vice president, and W. K. 
Bixby, of St. Louis, receivers of the 
Wabash. The amount involved In the 
petition is but $18,000. Each receiver 
much give a $300,000 bond within ten 
days to qualify. 
In railroad circles 
it is generally known the receivership 
is friendly and was not opposed by 
the Gould family, thought to control 
the road. 
Henry Miller, vice president 
and 
general manager of the 
road, 
last 
night said the receivership proceed­ 
ings would in no way affect its opera­ 
tion. 
The road has 25.000 miles of track 
running west, south and east of St. 
Louis. The cities fn which the road 
terminates from St. Louis branches 
are Kansas City, 
Chicago. 
Detroit, 
Buffalo, Omaha and Des Moines. Six­ 
teen thousand employes are required 
to operate the Wabash. 
Traffic on the branches Is about 
equally distributed, according to Mr. 
Miller. 
“If there is any distinction,*’ said 
he, “I should say the St. Louis-Chi- 
cago line does the most business.’* 
Judge Adams last night aain the 
three receivers would have charge of 
the road’s k affairs as soon as they 
qualify. 
The three will act together 
on all questions, he said. The United 
States circuit court, in which the pe­ 
tition was filed, will he abolished Jan­ 
uary I.

vestigation stopped at Honolulu and 
made observations. 
Pastor 
Russell^ 
chairm an of the committee, deliver­ 
ed a public address. 
He had a large 
audience and attentive hearing. 
His 
text was from isaiah Ixvi, 8, respect­ 
ing the birth of a nation lh a day. 
He said:— 
in my childhood days every penny 
T could save was devoted to Foreign 
Missions. 
The Hawaiian Islands and 
the Fiji Islands were prominent be­ 
fore the Christian world as mission­ 
ary fields. 
I remember well that the 
establishment of a civilized govern­ 
ment in these islands was hailed as 
the fulfillment of the text we have 
chosen—“a nation born in 
a 
day.” 
The thought then 
was 
that 
thus 
speedily the world would be convert­ 
ed and the glorious promises of the 
Hebrew prophets fulfilled. How earn­ 
estly we labored and prayed, ”Tliy 
Kingdom come,” thinking 
all 
the 
while that we were 
bringing 
the 
Kingdom of God to earth and fulfill­ 
ing the Lord's Prayer! 
Alas! we are having a rude awak­ 
ening from such dreams. 
We are 
finding that if the Kingdom of God 
must be established by human power 
it will never be established. We are 
finding that the world's population is 
doubling every century. If we double 
our
